At two points in Enrope th« policy of 
England ia in ■napense. 
In tho Honao of 
Commons it is sought to penetrate and ex­ 
pose the possible purpose of the govem- 
ment—to preclude an aotive oo-operation 
with the Ottomtfn forces in any contingency 
whatever—for the reason that first, England’s 
interests are not endangered by Russia’s 
successes, and, second, that England has no 
interests in the East that even if endangered 
are worth saving at the expense of the 
shame and discredit of a further support of 
the Ottoman Empire. 
In Armenia the British policy is involved 
in a way that bids fair to test very practi­ 
cally within a short time the explicit state­ 
ment of a government functionary In the 
Uouso of Commons that “England would 
defend her own interests. ” Absolute fidelity 
to the spirit of that declaration would make 
England an immediate party to the war; 
but reasonable fidelity to the letter bids 
fair to require her participation even earlier 
than 
the 
government, 
if 
relieved 
of 
tho opposition, would care to venture. 
There are, by the way, some difficulties in ­ 
volved in the speoifio points of that state­ 
ment which would be the clearer, perhaps, for 
an official explanation. 
It is said that Eng­ 
land will protect the Suez Canal and guard 
i^'ypt. Egypt, it should be remembered, isa 
party to the wasr. 
That country is not only 
regarded by the Sultan as a part of his 
Empire, but it has troops in his army now 
in the field against the Russians, and 
it promises financial 
support 
to 
his 
cause. 
It is, therefore, a belligoront Power, 
and any act of war that Russia may be able 
to do in Egypt will be covered by its rights 
os a belligerent 
It is a contingency far 
from impossible that Russia may be able to 
blockade the port at the mouth of the Suez 
Canal, and os the canal has not been neu­ 
tralized by any international compact an 
interforence on the part of England with 
such blockade would be an act of war. 
Danger to Egypt and the Snez Canal is, 
however, not so immediate- as the danger to 
some other parts of England’s interests. 
It 
may bo a sign of tho temper of the govern­ 
ment that it declares very loudly what it 
will do when those interests are in danger 
that are not now menaced, bnt says not a 
word of those in actual peril. 
Did tho gov­ 
ernment not know of the great Russian 
preparations in the Caucasus and of the 
threatening movement into Armenia that 
has already made such progress that tho fall 
of Kars is im minent ? Assuredly tho English 
government was fully acquainted with the 
details of that story and must have given it 
no loss attention than has been given to 
the Dannbe campaign. 
On the Danube 
all is at least as quiet as it was in 
some groat days we remember on the 
Potomac. 
But if the quietnde on the Poto­ 
mac was os disappointing at one time to on 
im patient public on this side the water as 
the tardy movements in Bulgaria are to peo­ 
ple in Europe, perhaps there was never a 
4noro palpitating interest felt in tho lamous 
march to tho sea than 
is felt to-day 
in England in 
tho possibilities of tho 
Russian march from the Caucasus into 
Armenia. 
It is only twenty days since the doclara- 
tiou of war, and already the Russians, in 
overwhelming force, are face to face with 
tho Ottoman army to which has been in­ 
trusted tho defence of that mountain land 
whose possession by the Northern Power 
will threaten the Turk in every part of Asia 
Minor. 
With a Russian colnmn at Bajazid, 
another at Ardahan and a third in front of 
Kars, and with a light force on the flanks of 
the force at Ardahan sweeping the country 
08 for as tho neighborhood of Batonm, it will 
be seen that the Rnssion front stretches 
from tho Black Sea to tho Persian frontier, 
and that every line of advonco is utilized for 
the movement of this invading horde. Only 
the middle column can be resisted. On this 
line is Kars, and some twenty-five miles 
west of Kars is the army under M nkhtar 
Pacha, in a position that it is to be supposed 
is capable of defence, since this commander 
expresses confidently the opinion that the 
Russians can he successfully resisted there. 
Aiiparently the Russian comfliandcr has 
force enough not to be stopped in his 
advance 
at 
Kars, 
but 
is 
able 
to 
leave a force there and 
move on to 
assail the Ottoman lines on the road 
to Erzeroum. 
Tho approach to this posi­ 
tion is through a gap in tho mountains, and 
if the Russians had no other means of 
operation against it than by a direct assault 
tho Turkish commander’s confidence in his 
power to hold it might not be misplaced. 
But from tho position at Ardahan, as well as 
from Bajazid, good roads lead to Erzeroum 
in his rear, and unless he has force enough 
to defend both these approaches his only 
hope of saving his army from dispersion or 
capture lies in a timely retreat to Erzeroum. 
Even a victory over the Russian force ap­ 
proaching his front would be of little ad­ 
vantage to him; for if it were decisive 
enough to endanger the investment of Kars 
tho other columns could bo concentrated 
before advantage could be taken of the 
victory, 
while 
ii 
it 
were 
indeci­ 
sive these would simply move forward 
and occupy Erzeroum. 
If, on tho contmrj’, 
Mnkhtar Pacha is beaten at Soughaulu, th»\t 
battle may give the Russians tho whole 
country. 
These arc the advantages the Rus­ 
sians derive from operating with a force that 
is at leiMt fifty thousand stronger than the 
defending army. 
Any man in the position of tho Turkish 
comtiinnder, and not resolutely dLsposod to 
be jolly under the most adverse circnm- 
stnnces, would find it diffleult to bo sanguine 
OH to his ])rospects in the battle that can 
only be delayed by his retreat. 
If tho 
Russians obtain a signal trium ph in that 
country the despondouoy of English states­ 
men may give place to panic. 
They will 
then 
be 
in 
proscnee 
of a situation 
scarcely contemplatod by themselves in all 
their eonsidcrations of tho likelihood of tho 
war. 
They have repeated very irequontly 
in semi-official whispers that England would 
fight if her interests were directly menaced. 
In all that they had their thoughts on (^ n - 
stantinoplo and on England’s interest on 
tho Bosphorus'and tho Black Hca ; and they 
contemplated that when tho moment cnmo 
for England to take anus at that point the 
moment wonld also have been reached lor 
Austria and porha¡is Italy to join her—if 


not lor war at least in dem anding an imme­ 
diate peace. 
Certainly if Russia went so 
far in Europe and to threaten Constanti­ 
nople others besides England would be 
troubled, and it is scarcely possible that a 
movement by England made with that re­ 
gard would be without support. 
Bnt this movement in Asia Minor is quite 
another story. 
It insinuates a wedge be­ 
tween England and all other Powers. 
^Vho 
in Europe, save England, cares what Rnssia 
may do in Asia Minor ? Not Austria, nor 
Italy, nor France, nor Germany; for they 
have no interests in that part of the world 
which they wonld assert even to the extent 
of an inquiry as to her purposes. 
Bnt Eng­ 
land must see in that movement a peril to 
her supremacy in the East even more direct 
and immediate than the seizure of Constan­ 
tinople by Russia; for it is with regard to her 
routes to the East that her fears for Constan­ 
tinople are mostly excited. 
With the valley of the Euphrates in Rus­ 
sian possession and the Syrian coasts how 
safe would the Suez Canal be in the compli­ 
cations of the future ? With the coasts of 
the Persian Gulf in the same hands England 
would never deem herself safe in the East 
without a powerful fleet in the Indian Oocnn; 
and if English suspioions in the past have 
been well founded, that Russia worked upon 
Asiatic populations in a spirit inimical to 
English tranquillity in the East, certainly 
her power toward that end will bo greatly 
increased in this nearer and more fertile 
field. 
Therefore the danger that the Gladstone 
resolutions contemplate is real. 
There are 
so many reasons in foot why an English 
government cannot disregard the fate of tho 
Ottoman Em pire; there are, viewing the 
case from the ordinary standpoints of a gov­ 
ernment, occasions so related to the com­ 
mercial greatness of the oonntry that in tho 
absence of an imperative mandate to the 
contrary from tho representatives of the 
people no Ministry would dare to abstain 
from such an assertion of England’s cause 
in the East as would inevitably make her a 
party to the war. 
Indications are not want­ 
ing that the government recognizes in this 
regard the obligations of its position, and, 
while conscions of the diffionlties made by 
the complication of politics with morality, 
will rather face the odiuii|,of war with an 
unsavory ally than tho odinm -that would 
ultimately be esteemed greater of having 
failed to meet force with force at the point 
where those interests are imperilled, which 
it is their duty to defend. 
Will the ex­ 
hibition of the opinion of the oonntry in 
the House of Commons modify this disposi­ 
tion of tho government ? 


T h e W e a k Spot in tb e C a b in e t. 
Tho report that Attorney General Devcns 
is to be made M inister to Turkey, though it 
seems to some of the Washington corre­ 
spondents to come from enemies of the ad­ 
ministration, is probably not far out of tho 
way. 
It is an open secret that Mr. Devens 
does not fit well into tho new Cabinet, and 
while wo have no doubt that the President 
will give him on his retirem ent such a 
minor foreign position os he may desire wo 
have little doubt either that the retirement 
of Mr. Devens will be welcome to Mr. Hayes. 
The office of Attorney General is one of the 
most im portant in tho federal administra­ 
tion. 
The man who holds it ought not only 
to be a sound lawyer, be ought to bo a man 
of aotive mind, qnick us well os correct in 
his decisions, fearless Against wrong; and 
it is very im portant that ho should bo 
in fall and entire S3'mpathy with the policy 
of the President. Now, unless wo are greatly 
misinformed, the present Attorney General 
has few or none of the qualities needed 
in his office. 
Ho is slow lo act, has 
not been in harmony with some of the 
most im portant parts of the President’s 
policy, and, in short, has been a drag upon 
the administration. 
He is an eminently 
respectable man, of considerable, though 
by no means groat, acquirements, and we 
have no doubt he would fill satisfactorily 
some other place; but he does not properly 
belong in tho Cabinet of so clear-headed, 
decided and sound-thinking a President os 
Mr. Hayes has shown himself. 
Wo regard the rumors that ho is to leave 
the Cabinet before long as probably true, 
and we do not doubt that President Hayes 
will know how to fill his place with a better 
man. 
The President is too decided and 
sagacious a man not to know when he has 
made a mistake. 
He was very fortunate in 
his choice of the Cabinet; and if, on trial, 
ho finds only one man out of the seven not 
precisely what he expected or hoped that 
does not at all invalidate his sound judg­ 
ment. 
At any rate it is not right that bo 
should be attacked, even indirectly, for an 
intention to make a change which ho doubt­ 
less sees to be for the public good. 
For our 
own part we shall see in the retirement 
of Mr. Devons and the appointment in his 
place of a man better suited for tho impor­ 
tant duties of 
tho Attorney Generalship 
another evidence of tho President’s sn- 
gacity and his determination to have a 
Cabinet which will work zealously with 
him.

Tho 
show will ot all events bo nnprecedcntod in 
extent, gaycty and splendor, and, as wo arc 
always sure of immense crowds of specta­ 
tors, we do not see why in tho carnival lexi­ 
con there should bo found any such word as 
“ fail."

The Mormon Prophet has, our 8alt Lake 
correspondent telegraphs, sent out a report 
of his last Sunday's discourse in which 
some of the threatening sentences are elimi­ 
nated. 
B ut even Young’s own authorized 
version is sufficiently full of words of blood 
and bints of slaughter ; and our correspond­ 
ent telegraphs that the threatening lan­ 
guage originally im puted to him was heard 
' by many persons ready to testify of i t 
It is 
certain that Young’s language last Sunday 
was such os to alarm many of the “ G entile” 
residents of Salt Lake City and induce 
them to make preparations for sending their 
families out of the Territory. 
In the authorized report of tho sermon, 
however, there is sufficient to awaken tho 
curiosity, at least, of “ Gentile" readers. 
What has happened in Utah or elsewhere 
affecting Mormonism that should put tho 
Prophet upon thoughts of blood? There 
are no threats uttered anywhere against 
the Mormons as citizens or as religionarios. 
Even the question of polygamy rests for the 
present; nobody is discussing i t 
The 
people of tho United States ju st now be­ 
lieve that this social fester will presently 
disappear of itself. 
Why, then, should 
Brigham Young preach a sermon full of 
dark hints of coming slaughter ? 
There is but one cause for it all that any 
one can see. 
Tho U nited States Grand 
Jury meets at Salt Lake City on the 21st of 
this mouth, and before it are to appear a 
number of witnesses whoso testimony, there 
is reason to hope, will reveal the authors of 
and tho actors in tho cruel massacre of 
Mountain Meadows. 
There is no doubt 
that the emigrants were m urdered; there is 
no doubt that they wore hated with great 
bitterness by tho Mormons, for the Prophet 
Daniel Wells himself told onr correspondent 
this only a few days ago; there is no doubt 
that prominent Mormons took part in the 
murder, fof Bishop Lee was shot for his 
share in it, and his confession showed that 
he was acting under orders, while other 
papers 
be 
loft 
behind 
him, 
and of 
which we shall publish a part to-morrow, 
show that Young was not without knijwl- 
edge of this and many other murders. 
Finally, there is no doubt that the Mountain 
Meadows massacre was noc investigated by 
Brigham Young, then Governor of Utah; ho 
never made any attem pt to bring its authors 
to punishm ent 
Now comes federal justice, 
slow, very slow, but apparently sure, at last; 
Lee, after two trials, has beeu executed ; the 
Grand Jury is to meet for a further investi­ 
gation; and suddenly Brigham Young gets 
visions of blood and slaughter. 
Is it be­ 
cause he sees justice on his own track? 
We should like to see tho President tak­ 
ing a public and decided interest in this 
matter. 
We should like the people, Mor­ 
mon and Gentile, in Utah, to have some pub­ 
lic and conspicuous assurance that this 
hideous crime is to be probed to the bot­ 
tom, and that its authors, no m atter who 
they are, shall be brought to justice. 
We should like to know that tho Attorney 
General is awake to ¿is responsibility in 
this im portant matter, and that ho is taking 
upon his own shonlders some part of tho 
heavy burden of this investigation and is 
not leaving it all, in a perfunctory sort of 
way, to his subordinatcj at Balt Lake. 
Young and tho other Mormon leaders com­ 
prehend very well tho meaning and the 
probable oonseqnenoes of this investigation ; 
they know that unless it is stopped in some 
way a dark and terrible story of long con­ 
tinued m urder and lawlessness will bo 
exposed, in which many of them will figure 
08 tho responsible actors. 
They do not in­ 
tend to let iho investigation proceed, and 
they havo still very groat power over their 
deluded subjects and groat wealth and influ­ 
ence with which to corrupt and coerce their 
opponents. 
Is tho Attorney General, in 
whose departm ent this m atter falls, awake 
to this? 


A V a lu a b le Su fcg e ttlo n . 
The Commissioner of Pnblio Works, on 
the suggestion of the Comptroller, has con­ 
sidered tho feasibility of dispensing with 
tho old distributing reservoir at Forty- 
second street and Fifth avenue. 
Mr. Camp­ 
bell states that tho reservoir is no longer 
necessary as a part of onr water system. 
Its capacity is only twenty million gallons, 
while the Central Park reservoirs havo a 
capacity of one thousand two hundred and 
fifty m illion gallons. 
An expense of ton 
thousand dollars would suffice to rearrange 
tho pipes, while a quarter of that sum would 
be saved annually in superintendence. The 
Commissioner thinks tho ground should bo 
added to Reservoir square, which would 
make a public park having an area of 
nearly ten acres. 
If 
Forty-flrst street 
should he opened westerly from Filth 
avenue to Reservoir square tho city, after 
allowing tor tho roadway, would have eighty 
full lots, a moderate estimate for which 
would be one million five hundred thousand 
dollars. There can scarcely be two opinions 
(IS to the advisability of the proposed altera­ 
tion. Tho Forty-second stroot reservoir is now 
of no more use as a part of our water system 
than the old Battery is as a portion of tho 
city’s defences. 
The park suggostion is a 
good one, but tho money for the lots would 
just now bo very useful to the citj*. 
The 
quarterly report of tho Public Works De­ 
partm ent shows a largo decrease of oxpendi- 
tnres and a commendable economy. 


T a x in g 
B a n k C a p it a l. 
It is to be hoped that tho Senate will not 
suffer tho bill iu relation to tho taxation of 
banks to fail in that body. 
Tho bill passed 
the 
Assembly 
on 
Wodnosdny, 
having 
encountered a very bitter opposition from 
some of tho representatives from tho rural 
districts, who suffer from a sort of moral 
hydrophobia on the subject of banks. 
No 
unfair advantage is given to tho banks by 
the provisions of tho bilK 
They are only 
protected against an unjust and exoesssivo 
taxation by which capital is being driven 
out of tho business of banking to the serious 
injury of all business, and especially of tho 
city of New York. Tho sharchnldors of every 
bonk and banking association are by the 
terms of tho bill to bo taxed ujion their 
sharoH of stock in tho same niunnur as 
upon other personal property, but their 
surjilus to nn am ount equal to twonty-llvo 
per cent of the capital is to bo exempt from 
taxation. 
It is a poor policy to grind hank 


capital i - ; ¿r existence, and this is jnst 
what our present tax laws ore doing. 
It 
would be as sensible to expect to keep an 
army together without food os to maintain 
commerce and business without banking 
capital. 
The Senate will be very ahort- 
sighted should it fail to secure the Bank 
Tax law, now that the bill has got safely 
through tho Assembly.

This disaster, happily not attended by 
any loss of life, occurred on a part of tho 
Welsh coast where many ships havo met 
their fate. 
Tho fact that the vessel went 
ashore inside the East Mouse Rock, at the 
entrance of the Bull’s Hood Boy, on the 
north coast of tho island of Anglesey, shows 
that she was driven to leeward by a strong 
wind, or that the captain hugged the land 
too closely in leaving the entrance of the 
Mersey. 
Our special despatches give a 
graphic account of the scone of tho wreck 
and tho gallant efforts of the life-saving 
crew to rescue the unfortunates on tho 
sinking ship. 
These noble men deserve 
tho thanks of all who admire that heroism 
which risks life itself in tho cause of duty 
and humanity. 
A severe storm of thunder 
and lightning prevailed when tho Dakota 
struck, the sky was overcast and tho dark­ 
ness between the vivid flashes impenetra­ 
ble.

We mean the bill 
providing for the sale of eggs by weight, toi 
nearly every bill that originates in our 
model Legislature has an “ egg” in it for the 
legislative n e st 
If the Governor, after sit- 
ting in jndgm cnt upon the bill, should think 
proper to hatch it into a law, it will give 
general satisfaction. 
The Assembly debate 
elicited tho foot that the honeet fanners who 
keep hens pass the eggs through a sieve be­ 
foro they send them to market, keeping all 
the largo ones for themselves and selling tho 
small ones only. 
The process of sorting 
goes on through three or four hands, until 
the poor woman who goes to the grooery 
with her basket gets very dim inutive eggs 
for her money. 
To be sure, we can se« 
some 
diffioulties 
in tho way of 
th« 
law. 
If a small 
purchaser wants six 
ounces of eggs, and three weigh either a 
littla over or a little nndor that weight, how 
is the difference to be made up? Then, 
again, a poor family of twelve persons may 
want an egg apiece; but in buying a pound 
and a half they may got only nine or ten 
large eggs, and there will be difficulty 
about the division. 
There will be heaps ol 
trouble among female boarding house keep­ 
ers, too, should they got less instead of 
more than twelve eggs fo r'th e price by 
weight of a dozen. However, the bill is, on 
the whole, a good one, especially in view of 
the foul tricks of the formers.
